The Health Service formally an­ 
nounced development of the vac­ 
cine in a detailed report Thursday 
night. 
It signaled a major new 
victory in the centuries long strug­ 
gle to conquer colds and the oth- I 
cr common respiratory 
in fectio n s I 
which cause Americans more mis 
cry and lost wages than any other 
illness. 


Won't Whip Common Cold 


The vaccine is not the answer 
to the mild, common cold 
And of­ 
ficials emphasized it still is in a 
preliminary stage with no prospect 
that it will be made available to 
the general 
public in the 
near 
future. 
But the Health Service report 
said tests on volunteer prisoners 
showed the first version of the vac­ 
cine provides “ substantial protec 
tion" against one of the so called 
VPC viruses — adenoidal, pharyn 
geal, conjunctival — which cause 
such things as grippe, severe colds, 
and virus pneumonia 
And in a surprise move, the sci- 
cntists who developed the vaccine 
revealed they are now making a 
far more powerful version designed 
to combat throe APC viruses rath­ 
er than one. 
This triple-acting vaccine is now 
being laboratory-tested for safety 
and potency and shortly will be 
given to small groups of volun­ 
teer* to determine what dosage 
should be used 
Then, the Health 
Service scientists hope to try it 
on from 5 HOO to 10,000 Armv re­

d i s e a s e s 
Doctors are Optim istic 
Hrs Robert J Huebner and J A 
Bell, government researchers who 
sparked the vaccine's development, 
told newsm en they 
would like to

T. (I 
Ward, cold expert at Johns Hop 
kins University who helped develop 
the vaccine, are generally optimis­ 
tic about their product They made 
these points to newsmen:
